Jeffrey McFadden 

Guitarist Jeffrey McFadden is a senior lecturer in the Faculty Music at the University of Toronto. His students 
have garnered numerous competition prizes, awards and scholarships. Over the last 25 years, McFadden has 
established a place among the preeminent guitarists of his generation. He has performed throughout North 
America and Europe and has been a featured artist at important international music festivals, including Guitar 
’87, The Guitar Foundation of America Convention, Gitarren-Symposium Iserlohn, the Festival Mediterraneo 
della Chitarra, the Festival de Guitarra de Sevilla and many others. In 1992, McFadden was silver medalist in the 
prestigious Guitar Foundation of America Competition. His resulting debut recording was the first in the Laureate 
Series on Naxos. He has since recorded eight CDs featuring the works of Fernando Sor, Napoleon Coste, Agustin 
Barrios, J.S. Bach and others. These have sold tens of thousands of copies and received high critical praise. From 
2004-2012, McFadden performed a guitar duo with American guitarist Andrew Zohn. The duo toured extensively 
and released two CDs, Duo Spiritoso and Duo Spiritoso Plays Granados (Clearnote). McFadden was the first ever 
graduate of the Doctor of Musical Arts program at the University of Toronto. An Eaton Fellow, his research formed 
the basis of his groundbreaking book Fretboard Harmony: Common-Practice Harmony on the Guitar, published in 
2010 by Les Productions d’Oz. Recently, McFadden received the City of Hamilton Arts Award for Music - 2012. 
He is the founder and artistic director of the Sauble Beach Guitar Festival. 

Brent Crawford 

Winner at the Great Lakes International Guitar Competition, the inaugural Hamilton International Guitar 
Competition, and the Federation of Canadian Music Festivals’ National Music Competition, Brent Crawford 
is among the exciting and talented group of emerging Canadian guitarists. Currently an upper year doctoral 
student at the University of Toronto, his career has included performances at the Mediterranean Guitar Festival in 
Cervo, Italy, the Sauble Beach Guitar Festival, the TEDx talk in Algonquin Park, and as a featured soloist with the 
University of Toronto Guitar Orchestra. 

Born and raised in Toronto, Crawford started playing guitar at age eight, studying under Richard Summers at the 
Toronto Guitar Institute. He then continued his musical education with Robert Kubica at the University of Western 
Ontario, and is currently under the tutelage of Dr. Jeffrey McFadden at the University of Toronto. Mr. Crawford 
maintains a busy teaching schedule with a private studio, is active as both a soloist and a chamber musician, and 
also finds opportunity for community outreach in the Greater Toronto Area.
